Outlines Plan to Further 


Eliminate It. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—{Spe- 
cial.J—After reviewing definite accom- 
plishmeats in the direction of “ elimi- 
n&tion of national waste,” Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover in his annual report 
made public today recommends an ex- 
tensive program of Jegislation. 

Elimination of national waste has 
been brought about by the activities of 
his department, Mr. Hoover says, in 
the fields of unemployment, seasonal 
construction, coal, super-power, stand- 
ardization, simplified practice, codpera- 
tive marketing and housing costs. 

Mr. Hoover refers to the conference 
on street and highway safety to be held 
in the department next month as an 
effort to cope with “the most chal- 
lenging of all wastes—the waste of 
human life,” 

Legislative Recommendations. 

Legislative recommendations made 
by Mr. Hoover include the followingt 

Concentration of activities now scat- 
tered among different departments 
which properly belong to the depart- 
ment: of commerce in three major 
groups relating to industry, trade and 
commerce, 

Encouragement of Americans trad- 
ing abroad by relieving them of domes- 
tic taxation upon earned income when 
resident in foreign countries and er- 
gaged in the expansion of American 
commerce. j aias 

Reduction in passport fees a 
vision and sfmplification of formalities 
connected with passports and vises. 

Revision and codification of navira- 
tion laws. 

Enactment of Ioad line legislation 
similar to laws of European maritime 
powers in order to insure fair treat- 
ment of American vessels in foreign 
ports. 

For Foreign Trade Zone Posts. 

Establishment of foreign trade zones 
in the ports of the United States to 
eliminate waste @ time, labor, and 
money in the importation of raw ma- 
terials which are to be reéxported 
after manufacture in conjunction with 
domestic materials. 

Reclassification of the foreign serv- 
ice of the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce as provided in pend- 


ing legislation. 
Regulation of the commercial use

Stréngthening of the authority of 
the government over radio communica- 
tion and extension of the powers of 
the department of commerce in the 
regulation of radio.

“A” definite constructive national 
program has been developed for the 
elimination of waste in our economic 
system,” says Mr. Hoover. “ The need 
is plain. The American standard of 
living is the: product of high wages 
to producers and. low prices to con- 
sumers. The road to national prog- 
ress lies in increasing real wages 
through proportionately lower prices: 
The one and only way is to improve 
methods and processes eliminating 
waste.

Aside from the inherent 
limitations and dangers of specialiation, the sys 
tem is not workable except in the larger medical 
centers. In the country and small towns there 
is need, as always, for the general practitioner; 
and for that matter we believe there is need for 
him in cities as well; not only because of the high 
cost of the specialist system, but because the 
family physician is a very high product of experi- 
ence and science, performing a service which no 
group of specialists can do. What is called the 
old fashioned family doctor requires a knowledge 
of the physical and mental material he deals with 
in advising and caring for his patients year in and 
year out, which the specialist system cannot have 
except through him. The specialist supplements 
his knowledge and together they represent a tre- 
mendous advance in efficiency. But we cannot get 
along without the general practitioner, and it is 
well that a great institution like the Northwestern 
university should give special attention to him. 


OPIUM. 
America consumes more opium than any coun- 
try in the world. America consumes three times 
more opium than it needs for medicinal use. The 
significance of the American proposal at the opium 
conference at Geneva to limit opium production to 
the strict medicinal needs of the world is evident. 
But the conference, say those who know the sub- 
ject, is headed for failure so far as practical results 
sre concerned. Two obstacles prevent improve 
ment. One is ‘the unwillingness of European na- 
tions to give up the opium revenue from their colo 
nies in the orient. The other is chaotic politics in 
China, the greatest producing nation, which make 
it impossible for the government to control the 
growing of poppies. 
The situation in China gets more serious. Al- 
though it has been illegal to grow the opium poppy 
in the celestial empire, it is grown illicitly over 
large areas. The yearly opium production of China 
ts from 8,000 to 15,000 tons. 
Anti-opium demonstrations im many Chinese 
cities last September showed a considerable public 
opinion in that country against opium. Yet the 
lack of a strong centralized government is an en- 
coOuragement to fllicit poppy growing. Bandits 
raise opium for revenue. In many sections the of- 
ficials also favor illicit farming for the revenue 
which it brings. © 
In India opium growing is @ government mo- 
nopoly. There is a strong public opinion against 
the production and traffic there. The British policy

CAUSE OF CATARACT. 

HERE are several causes for cata- 

ract.. The tissues of the interior of 

the body work best in .he dark, 

and the skin and other coverings 
are made vith a view to the shutting out 
of light. The,Jens of the eye is an ¢x- 
ception, It is supposed to let light pass 
through without.obstruction. It is rather 
‘natural that this one tissue, the lens, 
‘should easily lose this one quality of 
free light transmission and easily be- 
come like other tissues. With this state- 
ment before us we wonder why cataract 
is not more frequently found, especially 
in older people. 

Among the causes are exposure to dust 
as in farming, thrashing grain and in 
tolishing and cutting stone; exposure .o 
heat, as in glass blowing, and perhaps 
exposure to intense light and a group 
of disease states among which are dia- 
betes, Bright’s disease, high blood pres- 
sure, thyroid disease, acute infections 
and caries of the teeth. Nine per cent 
of diabetics develop cataract and 1 per 
cent of people with cataract have dia- 
betes.

However, Drs. Baldwin and Barttel 
say this is not a fair way of judging of 
the importance of sugar in causing dila- 
betes. By diabetes we mean a disease in 
which there is a good deal of sugar in 
the urine. 
In studying cataract it is more fmpor- 
tant to k now how much sugar there is 
in the blood. A large proportion of sugar 
in the blood seems to be one of the most 
important causes of cataract. Dr. Lang- 
don says that by keeping the blood sugar 
down he was able to stop the develop- 
ment of three cases of cataract and .o 
cure, or nearly cure, one. At any .ate, 
on a low sugar and starch diet his vision 
greatly improved. In high biood pres- 
sure, the blood sugar increases. Possi- 
bly that aecounts for the frequency wich 
which cataracts develop. iso, in ne- 
phritis there may be and frequently ia 
an increase in blood sugar. Possibly 
that accounts for the frequency of cata- 
ract fh nephritis.

When S. Weir Mitchell was a young 
scientist he injected excessive amounts 
of sugar irto frogs and was surprised 
to find that they developed cataracts. 

Perhaps these more recently discovered 
facts serve to explain the observations 
made by Weir Mitchell 75 years ago. 

Out of this group of facts there emerge 
the following points in personal hygiene: 
If a person has any one of the diseases 


which sometimes cause cataract, it ts 
well for him to have his eyes examined 
periodically. If a person works at a 
trade in which the qpfaract rate is high 
he should have His eyes examined period- 
ieally. If a person finds that be is devel- 
oping cataracts he should try to find 
the cause ard avoid or COunteract it. If 
an examination of his blood shows that 
he has too much blood sugar, he shou:d 
go on a low starch and a low sugar diet 
as a means of lessening the danger of 
blindness due to cataract.

If I get up and 
walk around it will stop, but just as 
soon as I lie down it starts to pain 
again. In the morning my fingers are 
stiff, but as soon as I go to work they 
are fine. The pain is so intense it makes 
me sick at my stomach. If you could 
advise anything, would greatly appreci.

My guess ie that you have neuritis: in the 
nerves of your right arm, especially in that 
branch which goes to the small fingers.

If yeu want to gamble on my guess, have 
your neck, shoulders, and arms examined for 
pressure points. This may require X-rays.

FATTEN LEFTOVER TURKEYS 
FOR CHRISTMAS. 


INCE the turkey crop is short and 
there was a heavy demand on 
the Thanksgiving bird yesterday, 
the prices for turkeys to supply 

the Christmas trade should be compar- 
atively high, making it worth while for 
puultrymen to fatten and put a high 
finish on those that are left over be 
fore sending them to the market, 

Despite the higher prices of concen- 
trates this fall, turkey raisers will be 
justified in feeding them. It takes 
more feed and a longer time to fatten 
turkeys than other fowls because they 
use up a great amount of energy on 
the range. Confining turkeys for fat- 
tcning is not advisable. After the first 
few days they lose their appetites 
when penned up for fattening, and 
then they actually lose weight. 

Give them free range-and they will 
stay in much better condition. Corn 
is one of the best turkey feeds and is 
tre one most commonly used, of course, 
Feed small amounts 
at first, especially for the first ten

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BANK SYSTEE 
DUE FOR PASSAGE 


‘BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ! 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[{Spe 
cial.}—With the McFadden-Pepper dill 
described as the most important bank- 
ing measure since the passage of the 
federal reserve act and with the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association, the controller 
of the currency and the federal reserve 
board supporting it, there is every 
prospect of its approval by both 
houses of congress. 

The purpose of the measure is to 
restore as nearly as possible the equili- 
brium between state and national 
banks within the federal reserve sys- 
tem, to remove restrictions against 
national banks which have tended to 
cause many prominent institutions to 
withdraw from the national banking 
system, and to curtail branch bank- 
ing. 

Committee Action Completed. 

The bill is now on the calendar of 
both houses. It was reported from the 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency last April after extensive hear- 
ings and a special rule was aproved for 
tts consideration in the house. 

At about the same time the senate 
committee on banking and currency 
reported the bill in substantially the 
game form. Its sponsors were eager 
to obtain action in both houses before 

adiourned last June, but the 
congestion of the closing days of the 
session made this impossible. With 
committee action completed and sub- 
stantial support assured it now seems 
reasonably certain that the bill can 
Le put through both houses during the 


winter. 

Representative McFadden ([Rep.. 
Pa.}, chairman of the house committee 
on banking and currency, plans to 
ask the house leaders to give the bill 
a place on the calendar for action be- 
fore the holidays. Representative 
Wingo (Dem., Ark.], ranking Demo- 
cratic member of the committee, said 
teday that the bill will be passed in 
the house, although he intends to op- 
pose certain features.
